ROCKEFELLER TO AID IN PROB 


(By United Prat») 
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PRONTO, Ont, Fab. 11—Fumes 
and smoke pouring down a 
shaft of th* Hollinger Consoli­ 
dated geld mine at Timmins today 
diminished hope that two score 
miners trapped on the 550-foot level 
could be saved. 
Six men were known to be dead 
of suffocation and it was feared a 
similar fate had overtaken the 40 
others. No further rescue work can 
proceed until arrival at a rescue 
car, which la expected from Penn­ 
sylvania about noon. 
The limited euply of oxygen for 
the respirators worn by volunteer 
rescue workers waft being consum­ 
ed swiftly. 
The rescuers 
themselves 
were 
considered in imminent danger of 
losing their lives from the fumes. 
Bird Dies In Two Minutes 
A canary, which wa* lowered into 
the shaft, lived for only two min­ 
utes. 
The fire 
still 
was 
burning 
fiercely and it was thought it might 
burn for weeks before being con­ 
trolled. 
Hope was held by some that the 
trapped men might find avenues of 
escape in the myriad tunnels of the 
mine, but it was considered unlikely 
that any portion of the shaft was 
free of the deadly monoxide. 
C. C. Williams, general superin­ 
tendent of the mine, was in charge 
of rescue operations. Several times 
he led rescue parties Into shaft No. 
ll in hope of getting below the 
fourth, fifth and sixth levels^ where 
the men are trapped. Each time 
they were driven back by the fumes 
and dense smoke. 
Reach SOO- Foot Level» 
The fire was mainly at the 669- 
foot level, but the 
fumes pene­ 
trated to the 1800-foot base of the 
mine. Rescuers succeeded in reach* 
ing the 300-foot levels. At one time 
Williams reached a level IOO feet 
above the trapped men, but was 
overcome and had to be rescued. 
. While the thus far futile rescue 
work was going on, wives and child, 
ren of the trapped men waited at 
the shaft opening, weeping 
and 
praying. All work in the town was 
halted and all available manpower 
was marshaled for future needs. 
Work in the McIntyre, which Is 
connected at the 400-foot level with 
the Hollinger mine, was suspended 
as a precautionary measure. 
Spontaneous Combustion 
Tho fire started by spontaneous 
combustion in a pile of rubbish. 
When the smoke and fumes belch­ 
ed down tho shaft a mad rush was 
mads for tho exits. Many were 
crushed and others were overcome 
by the fast spreading amoke. Them 
were rescued, however, and resusci­ 
tated. 
Five hundred men were In the 
mine when the fire broke out A 
check up showed that 40 still were 
trapped near a stops where they 
had been working.

New Directory Reveals In­ 
crease of 7209 for 
South Part 


The southern part of Orange 
county gained 7209 new residents 
in thp last 12 months, it.was re- 
vealed today by officials of the 
Western Directory company, pub­ 
lishers of the Orange county di­ 
rectory. 
In the 192i edition of the direc­

PEKIN, Feb. l l — Death will 
henceforth be the penalty for “free 
marriage or divorce” by any mem­ 
ber of General Fen* Yu-hsiang’s 
revolutionary army. A recent dis­ 
patch from Honan province, where 
the Methodist generalissimo main­ 
tains a paternal-feudal dictator­ 
ship, contains the text of a procla­ 
mation issued by General Fang, in 
which th# increasing immorality of 
his troops is deplored. 
The modern Chines# woman is 
the cause of such drastic action. 
Tha proclamation points out that 
young women usually bobbed and 
attractively dressed, are taking an 
active part In the revolution and 
that their work is bringing them 
into constant and disturbing con­ 
tact with th# officers of General 
Feng’s army. 
First of all, says the proclama­ 
tion, there is a tendency on the 
part of youthful officer# to forget 
their wives at home, even to the 
extent of announcing a divorce 
and contracting a new “modern 
marriage.” 
This should warrant 
the death penalty alone, In the 
opinion 
of General 
Fong, 
even 
without the second offense of neg­ 
lecting their duties In the serv­ 
ice of the revolution. 
Th* proclamation embodied the 
more Important of General Feng’s 
remarks In th* course of a recent 
speech before a group of men and 
women in Kaifeng, his temporary 
capital. On this occasion h* gave 
his audience a great shock by an­ 
nouncing the new rule in these pre­ 
cise terms: 
1. Until the day on which I de­ 
clare that th» revolution has been 
successful, no man in my com­ 
mand will be allowed to marry or 
divorce. 
2. Free marriage and divorce are 
against the ancient Chinese moral 
code and contradict the principles 
set up by Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and are 
therefore punishable by death. 
General Feng explained that he 
had become very much concerned 
over the fate 
of old fashioned 
wives, faithfully maintaining the 
old rules of fidelity, while their 
husbands were holding hands with

Once Flourished VI/ith Dinosaurs in Mongolia 


The big trees of California. . . . H ere 
they brought up in the nursery of the 
world-girdling redwoods ?

T 


REES march. 
Deeply though their roots are an­ 
chored, far down into the soil and 
through crevices in the solid rock, for­ 
ests move like armies. 
Not mere little afternoon jaunts, either, like 
the famous hike that Shakespeare wrote about, 
when Biraam Wood came to Dunsinane Hill. 
They cross whole continents, and if an ocean 
gets in their way they simply go around it. 
A new chapter in the history of forest mi­ 
grations has recently been written by Dr. 
Ralph W. Chaney, research associate of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington. 
In the 
same parts of Asia where die expeditions of 
the American’Museum of Natural History found 
their famed dinosaur eggs, he has found the 
stonewrit record of the trees ami bushes through 
which these mighty beasts mice went crashmg. 
And, strange to say, though die dinosaurs 
have long since vanished, and whole genera­ 
tions of other monsters have come and gone since 
diem, the forests that grow in northern California 
today are so arach like those Manchurian forests 
of millions of years ago that only an expert pro­ 
fessional botanist could tell than apart 
It was in the cold, arid, inland region of the 
Gobi in Mongolia that the drama of the dino­ 
saurs centered. 
Hie high point in the studious 
adventures of Dr. Chaney was reached in the 
lander dunam of Manchuria, to the east of Mon­ 
golia. and separated from the latter province by a 
high range of mountains, the Khingan. 
Here, 
— ocictca with the great Manchurian coal de­ 
posals, some of which are already being mined, he 
round the fossil tracb of the march of the red­ 
wood latest 


The ancient story of the march of the redwoods 
is easy to read . . . in tins piece of Mongolian 
shale imprinted with fossilized leaves. 


TITH E record was plain and easy to read. 
It 
J [ was, indeed, in the form of a great stone 
book. with layers of shale tor the pages, im­ 
printed with the fossils themselves as the words. 
A veritable picture-writing, and a thousand times 
clearer, at m at than the man-made hieroglyphics 
of Egypt or early China. 
“ Here were the redwoods I" 
That was the 
record written largest on page after page, through 
stone volumes representing hundreds of millennia. 
“ Here allo were alder, oak, made, ferns,” the 
record continued. 
But these latter species were 
net written in so often. There were fewer of their 
fossil 
leaves and

U T to return to die redwoods. 
What was 
their line of march? 
Did they originate in 
the Old Work! and cross over to the New 
by way of the Bering Straits region, as the human 
race is assumed to have done? 
Or did they 
evolve first in America and “go west” until they 
reached Ask? 
A final answer can not be reached on the 
basis of the data at present in hand, and Dr. 
Chaney very wisely refrains from offering one. 
If we look at a map showing die places where 
redwood fossils have been found, we see most of 
the spots on the North American continent 
But 
that may mean nothing more than that North 
America has been more thoroughly combed over 
for fossils durn the vast empty spaces of interior 
Asia. 
Moro Asiatic expeditions and more in­ 
tensive work in other fields are needed before a 
conclusion can be reached in this absorbing prob­ 
lem.

Traditions of the tree have been 
handed down from generation to 
generation, and according to leg­ 
ends it was standing, almost as 
large aa It la today when the first 
white settler penetrated to this 
section.

WASHINGTON, Feb. ll.—While 
one division of the U. S. biological 
survey is engaged In exterminating 
the rabbit, another division is try­ 
ing to establish a rabbit industry. 
But its a different kind of rab­ 
bit! 
The wild rabbit is no good un­ 
less he’s dead, and even then he 
is of doubtful value. 
He has no 
friend in the government service 
abd therefore is being killed off 
by the thousands annually. 
His tame cousin, on the other 
hand, Is useful for food and fur. 
He is being defended by the divi­ 
sion of fur resources so that he 
may multiply and grow into a val­ 
uable asset to the food and fur re­ 
sources of the country. 
Interest in the raising of rab­ 
bits for fur has developed so rap­ 
idly of late that the U. S. depart­ 
ment of agriculture has organized 
a special “rabbit division’’ for the 
purpose of carrying 
on experi­ 
mental studies on the care and 
breeding of the various breeds of 
domesticated rabbits. 
D. Monroe 
Green, in charge of rabbit investi­ 
gations, has started a rabbltry on 
the department’s experimental fur 
farm at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., 
with IOO breeding does of various 
utility breeds. 
Interest in the rabbit has been 
intensified of late by the increas­ 
ing demands for rabbit fur. 
More 
than 
100,000,000 
skins 
are 
now 
used 
annually 
in 
the 
United 
States, more than half of the num 
ber being utilized in making fur 
garments and fur trimmings for 
women's coats and dresses, and 
suits. 
Green estimates that only 
two per cent of this enormous 
quantity of rabbit skins is pro­ 
duced In this country, the other 28 
per cent being imported from Aus­ 
tralia, 
New 
Zealand, 
Belgium, 
France and other foreign coun­ 
tries. 
Several 
developments 
recently 
have given Impetus to Interest in 
rabbits. American fur dressers and 
dyers have mastered the art of 
using rabbit fur in imitation of 
more costly furs so well that in 
many instances it is replacing er­ 
mine, 
seal, beaver 
and 
leopard, 
and is known under 56 different 
names. 
As part of this new industry the 
chinchilla breed of rabbit has been 
Imported from France and England. 


Book On Truck 
Crops Published 


SACRAMENTO. Feb. l l —“Truck 
Crop Plants,” a new text and ref­ 
erence 
book, 
has recently

published, reflecting the rapid in­ 
crease in the Importance of veg­ 
etable crop production. In Califor­

Throughout the state more 
and more attention is being given 
to such crops, and the increase in 
production has been attended by a 
corresponding increase in returns 
to the farmers.

California. 
The book differs from 
others on til* Subject, in that the 
plante themselves are made the 
baeiO of discussion, rather than the

m ethod! A considerable amount of 
space is devoted to the more purely 
botanical aspects, especially in such 
respects ae they relate to methods 
of plant improvement, seed produc­ 
tion* harvesting and storage. 


FARM BUREAU’S 
AIMS TOLD BY 
STATE LEADER

In times of prosperity any or­ 
ganization, or none at all, is good 
enough. 
In boom times of rising 
prices 
everyone 
makes 
money. 
When declining prices and adver­ 
sity arrive, as they do to all re­ 
gions and all crops, then only those 
survive who use the best methods. 
It is at such a time that farmers 
need a steady reliable organization. 
Because the farm bureau has 
been known as a conservative body 
working chiefly through education­ 
al methods, It has grown in 14 
years to be the biggest farmers' 
organization in the state. Its repu­ 
tation is even larger than Its mem­ 
bership. 
But the 
farm bureau 
need* all the forward looking far­ 
mers In its ranks. Quality mem­ 
bership is essential to its contin­ 
ued success, but volume of mem­ 
bership is also of great Importance, 
so long as the high standard of 
membership is not lessened. 
The agricultural extension ser­ 
vice of the University of California 
and the United States deartment 
of agriculture are not officially or 
financially connected with the farm 
bureau. 
It dost not direct farm 
bureau policies nor spend farm bu­ 
reau money. But the extension ser­ 
vice has fostered and encouraged 
the ter mbureau because it believes 
tho term bureau fills a need in 
rural life. 
The sanity and con­ 
servation of farm bureau members 
h ate made it possible for the ex­ 
tension service to work with the 
farm bureau and to develop ex­ 
tension work through the farm bu­ 
reau organization. 
It ie to be hoped that the farm 
bureau mebership campaign will 
he successful in giving every for­ 
ward looking farmer an opportu­ 
nity to Join the organisation and 
that all those who sea In this or­ 
ganisation a vehicle for service to 
agriculture will accept the oppor­ 
tunity and the responsibility thus 
extended. 


Farm Marketing 
By Parcel Post 
Told In Bulletin 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. ll. 
—Tile benefits and limitations of 
parcel poet marketing of farm pro­ 
ducts as disclosed in a study of 
the operation of this form of sell­ 
ing over a period of 14 years, are 
set forth by the bureau of agricul

When the parcel post law went

ing problem. 
There has been a 
continued and slowly 
increasing 
volume of marketing by this meth­ 
od, bo says, but the quantity of 
term products passing through the 
postal service has not reached th! 
proportions expected by the 
en­ 
thusiasts and is a relatively small 
part of Bis total marketings of 
farm products.

SACRAMENTO, Fob. ll.—One of 
agriculture’s greatest drawbacks in 
this country is the seeming lack 
of understanding or appreciation 
of its problems by business in gen­ 
eral 
It ie frequently heard that 
the biggest problem which con­ 
fronts the farming industry ie over 
production and that this can be 
solved by the inexorable law of 
supply and demand only. In other 
words, the solution tor the prob­ 
lem must awalt the time when 
consumption catches up with pro­ 
duction. 
The manufacturer, they tell us, 
regulates his production in accord­ 
ance with this principle and his 
business is so organized as to en­ 
able him to contract or expand 
production in accordance with de­ 
mand. This, of course, the farmer 
cannot do, at least under the pre­ 
vailing disorganized conditions, and 
when he has a surplus not only 
this, but his entire crop often must 
be disposed of in some unprofita­ 
ble manner. 
Law Works Differently 
The law of supply and demand 
works out differently, however, for 
the 
manufacturer 
than 
for 
the 
farmer. The manufacturer reserves 
the privilege also of taking advan­ 
tage of this law when supplies are 
short, although the farmer ie not 
Infrequently denied the same op­ 
portunity. 
Not only ie the manu­ 
facturer able to protect himself by 
regulating supply to demand and 
therefore stabilizing prices satis­ 
factory to himself, but it is not 
unusual for him to take advantage 
of conditions when the demand is 
excessive 
by 
increasing 
profits. 
But when the farmer seeks to re­ 
coup his losses suffered in pre­ 
vious seasons of surplus crops and 
low prices by increasing the price 
for the commodity he Is selling 
when the crop is short, it Is not 
uncommon for him to be threaten­ 
ed with a boycott. In such a case 
no voice is raised In his behalf 
and the law of supply and demand 
Is forgotten by bis critics. 
Boycott Plan Cited 
A case in point was the attempt 
in New York and other eastern 
cities to start a movement to re­ 
fuse to buy beef until the prices 
were lower. 
Evidently this move­ 
ment had at least the tacit ap­ 
proval of part of the eastern press 
for the New York Times, in a re­ 
cent editorial, 
inferred that the 
movement would- be successful, and 
suggestively stated that the con­ 
sumer might even turn to spinach, 
carrots, cabbage and turnips as a 
substitute for beef. 
While there can be no objection 
to 
t h e 
consumer 
substituting 
cheaper foodstuffs for those that 
are higher, it is only fair to the 
cattle raiser and the butcher that 
all the facts be brought to light 
Reason For Prices 
It is true that cattle are higher 
today than at any time during the 
past six years, but there is a good 
reason. 
As a matter of fact this 
is the first year since 1920 that 
cattlemen have made a profit on 
their sales. 
During the past six 
years prices were so 
low that 
herds have been reduced m aterial­ 
ly and many c&ttlemen/were ruined 
financially and forced out of busi­ 
ness. 
As a result of these condi­ 
tions the country is now faced with 
a shortage of beef cattle. It would 
seem only fair and Just, therefore, 
that these cattlemen 
who 
have 
hung on during this period should 
be entitled to recoup at least some 
of 
the 
losses 
sustained 
during 
these lean years. 
And if the law 
of supply and demand works both 
ways in other industries here is a 
fitting time for at least one branch 
of agriculture to profit from It.

per day to th® creation of new 
capital, according to S. H. Greene, 
secretary of the California Dairy 
council. 
“As the figures are extended they 
become more impressive,” Greene 
said. There are 596,000 dairy cows 
in California and the daily value 
of the product of which they are 
the source is more than 
$350,000. 
This means over $10,000,000 of new 
money each 
month; 
more 
than 
$130,000,000 for the year. 
“The money goes quickly into 
local channels of trade. 
The dairy 
farmer receives his check at inter­ 
vals of not more 
than 
SO 
days. 
Often payment is made each week 
and in many instances every day. 
“There are a number 
of cities 
and towns in

milk money is greater than any 
other local item in local commerce. 
Business prosperity 
is 
dependent 
upon the cows In the surrounding 
country. 
“The year which has just closed 
was 
reasonably

H ER E are one thousand and one things a player can 
do to rile the umpire and result in his getting an invi­ 
tation to take a shower. Incidentally, it is possible 
for a certain player to do a particular thing and es­ 
cape censure, yet for another player to do exactly the 
same dung would mean ejection. 
A s aa explanation of the above, I might say that the um­ 
pire will 
stand for a stiff protest from a player who doesn't alibi, 
who believes he is making an honest kick and let him get away 
with it, whereas a player noted for a tendency to alibi at the 
•light—» provocation wouldn’t get to first base with his protest. 
Successful umpires must study human nature closely, know 
the disposition and temperament of each player, have full knowl­ 
edge of their honesty, or dishonesty, in die lunch and be gov­ 
erned accordingly. That is why you often have seen some 
player make a strenuous protest ana seemingly escape punish­ 
ment only to have another player get the gate who doesn't make 
half as much fuss. 
The umpire in reaching many of his deci­ 
sions as to whether a player should draw ejection from the 
game, followed by a suspension if the offense is serious enough, 
takes into consideration the past performances of the player as 
lo deportment 
Umpires abo have set reasons for ejecting players from the 
game. It is tradition drat no player can throw his bat in the air 
or toss his glove into die ozone without getting the sate; neither 
can he throw his hat on the ground in disgust hold his nose in 
derision or kneel in prayer ; it is lese majeste to touch the person 
of the umpire, likewise bad form to throw dust in his eyes if 
lus (fender! is unpopular. 
These and many other bits of pantomime always draw die 
■ant sign from die umpire. 
Putting a ball player out of the game, whether he is a Mar 
mr just the average player, isn't a pleasant task for any umpire. 
I am sure most judges of play go to it only as a last resort 


Fandom is never in sympathy with such

If the folks in the grandstand 
could but listen in on the conversation 
that is passing between player and um­ 
pire I am sure they would be more char­ 
itable towards the officials. 
I am inclined to think that the base­ 
ball fans are far more interested in the 
doings of the stars rather than the mere 
run-o f-the-mine players. A t least diat 
has been my experience. When I'put 
some player out of the game, who isn't a 
star, nobody seems much interested in the 
happening. But if I should put Babe 
Ruth out of the game over a disputed 
third strike several reporters will be wait­ 
ing at the dressing-room door asking for 
a verbatim report of the happening and 
the possibility of Ruth being suspended. 
Likewise, the rest of die evening I am 
kept busy dodging anxious and curious 
fans, whose sole purpose in engaging me 
in conversation is the hope that I might 
give them the low down on what took 


E 
lace between Ruth and myself prior to 
is exit. 
Now it has been my experience 
that the star placers as a rule are the 
easiest to handle. Most of them 
take less objection to the umpire’s 
judgment than the mediocre player 
with just enough ability to stick 
The star has confidence in 


(fie fans could futon in on arguments between 
spire and placer . . . theg would bo more 
charitable. 


STO 
his ability, die ordinary player likes 
his alibi and the umpire is always a 
convenient one. 
There is one thing, however, on which star and run-of-the- 
mine players are agreed; no batsman should ever be called out 
on a third strike. It is a rarity for an umpire to have a dispute 
cm the first or second call, but when he yells "strike three" and 
erases the batter from the picture he is in for an argument 
"You certainly missed that one. Do you suppose I would 
have taken k if it was anywhere near the plate with two strikes 
on me? What’s the idea, are you trying to hurry the game? 
I have always stuck up for you when the rest of the gang in­ 
sisted you were blind, but from now on they get my vote." 
T 


HEISE are a few of die mild expressions that greet the 
calling of a third strike. If the umpire takes issue with the 
star,' the conversation is sure to become more torrid and 
often borders on the slightly profane. For that reason I make 
k a point to go along with the disgrunded player, if I can do it, 
without losing the command of the situation dial the umpire 
always must have in order to hold the confidence of players. 
A couple of seasons back, 1924 to be exact, Washington 
and New York were playing a verv important series at Wash­ 
ington. 
Ruth, with men on second ana third, allowed me to 
call the all important third strike on him, retiringthe side. To 
my way of thinking k had been a perfect pitch. The Babe pro­ 
tested sarcastically and disappointed because he couldn't draw 
me into an argument, threw his bat higher than any player ever 
threw k before or since.

Throwing one's bat is not considered 
good form in baseball. It is an expression 
of disgust at an umpire's work that cannot 
go unchallenged. 
"You’re through for the day," I said. 
The Babe went so quietly that I began to 
think he wanted to be chased. He had al­ 
most reached the dugout before the bat 
finally landed. I am positive he broke all 
altitude records for bat throwing. 
That evening I don’t believe I met a single 
person who saw the game that failed to ask 
me what Ruth said when I gave him the 
gate. In reality, k was die long-distance hat 
throwing act that resulted in his ejection 
from the game rather than anything he said. 
After all. there is no better way of express­ 
ing disgust than by pantomime, which has the 
best of vocabularies beaten 
a mile in an effort to em­ 
phasize the point one is try­ 
ing to make.

T IS doubtful if the 
game will ever produce 
another character like 
the late Tim H urst 
He 
was a master of repartee. 
No ball player ever won 
an argument from him. As 
long as the game is played 
they will tell stories about 
Tim Hurst. For a number 
of years I was associated 
with him on the staff of 
umpires of the American 
League.

Here are just a few that 
came under my own per­ 
sonal observation: 
Jim Delehanty, t h e n 
laying second base for 
ashington, was at the 
bat, Jack C h e s b r o was 
pitching and Jack Kleinow 
catching for New York. Tim 
Hurst was calling balls and 
strikes. 
The count was two balls and 
two strikes, when Chesbro slipped 
over a fast-breaking spitball which 
Hurst ruled "ball three." 
It was ap- 
' parent to the fans that Kleinow was taking 
issue with Hurst’s judgment. Hurst, who 
was nothing if not original, decided he would 
put the dispute up to the batter. Jim Dele- 
hanty, for a ruling, feeling that since he had called it a ball, 
Delehanty would most likely agree with him. 
"W here was that last pitch that I called a ball, Jim ?" asked 
H unt, confident Delehanty would say, high and on the outside. 
However, Hurst hadn’t figured on the rollicking, carefree Dele- 
hantv when he put the question yp to him. 
"N ow I know you are blind,” he answered. "If any pitcher 
ever threw a perfect strike, that was one." 
H unt was furious. 
"Is that so?” said Hurst. "W ell, I can tell you right now 
the next pitch is a strike and you’d better have your swing." 
Catcher Kleinow, knowing that Hurst was a man of his 
word, called for a waste ball. Chesbro couldn’t understand the 
waste ball sign with the count three balls and two strikes and 
shook him off. He couldn’t see any reason for issuing a base on 
balls. It was necessary for Kleinow to explain the dialogue 
that had taken place around the home plate to him before he 
would acqueisce. 
Chesbro threw a ball that was a foot wide and almost that 
much over Delehanty’s head. He didn’t strike at it but started 
for first, only to hear Hurst say, "strike three." 
Delehanty 
raved but Hurst only smiled as he kept repeating: 
"Now I know you are blind; now I know you are blind." 
It was Hurst who originated: "You’re out for sliding," an 
expression that is still a part of every ball player's alibi after 
being called out on a close play at first base.

'N BA SEBA LL there are al­ 
ways certain pitchers who arc 
of the opinion they throw noth­ 
ing but strikes. 
The umpire is 
wrong arty time he calls a ball. 
Tim Hurst had no particular patience with pitchers of that 
sort, yet he preferred getting the upper hand in any way other 
than by putting the player out of the game. Any umpire can 
solve a situation by putting the player out of the game, argued 
Hurst, therefore he got no particular kick in using regulation 
methods. 
One day in a game at Chicago Ed Walsh, pitching for the 
White Sox, seemed to think that Tim was wrong most of the 
afternoon. 
After several successive protests, I heard Hurst 
call time, remove his mask and walk in the direction of the 


K 
itchens box in a most humble manner. As he neared Walsh, 
e made a gracious bow and added a few verbal remarks. As 
he walked back to his position back of the plate some wag in 
the stand yelled: 
"W hat did you tell him, T im ?" Whereupon Hurst in his 
best voice informed everybody within hearing that he had 
merely apologized to Walsh for not knowing that he threw 
nothing but strikes. 
However, during the rest of the game, Walsh refrained 
from differing with Hurst’s rulings. His ruse had succeeded! 
Hurst is probably the only umpire to kid Ban Johnson, former 
president of the American League, and get away with it. It 
was in the days of the spitball. Games were running too long 
and Johnson wrote to all his umpires asking for suggestions. 
Almost without exception, the umpires attributed the length 
of games to pitchers either using or faking the spitball. Banish 
the spitball, and games would go faster. 
Tim Hurst, always original, wrote Mr. Johnson: "Received 
your letter relative to suggestions for shortening the length of 
ball games. If you are really in earnest about this, why not 
make all games seven innings?" 
Certain umpires have vulnerable points, so to speak. 
The 
late "Silk" O ’Loughlin was one of these. O ’Loughlin had a 
great voice, strong and musical. His “Strike T U H ," known 
to millions of fans, is a famous phrase of the diamond. 
The late Addie Joss, Cleveland twirler, was one of the 
quietest men in the game; he seldom kicked at decisions. But 
in a game played several years ago he felt that O ’Loughlin was 
missing a lot of strikes. 
Late in the game Joss thought he had a batter struck out, but 
"Silk" bellowed "ball.” Still later the same player pounded 
out a home run, sending two men in ahead of him and losing 
the game for Joss. 
After the inning was over Joss turned to O ’Loughlin and 
said, “ If you ever lose your voice, it’ll be tough for your 
family.” 
"W h y ?" jnquired O ’Loughlin. 
"Because," replied Joss, “then you’ll have to quit umpiring; 
your voice is your only asset." 
He went to the showers. 
Umpires are human, all reports to the contrary. 
If stuck 
with a pin, an umpire would say “ouch" or perhaps something 
more profane. Being human, umpires like to do their work well 
and escape censure from the fans. So the next time you arc 
inclined to slip the arbitrator the proverbial "razz” hold your 
voice for the moment and perhaps you will shortly arrive at the 
conclusion that in all probability the ejection of some star player 
was deserved, that the umpire had gone the limit with his pa­ 
tience before giving the player the gate.

INCE the earliest times men have gone searching for the 
fountain of youth, some magical elixir by which their years 
of life might be prolonged far beyond the three score and 
tea assigned by Biblical legend as the due of all. 
Modern authorities are inclined to view askance die numerous 
years accredited to such patriarchs as Adam, Abraham and Me­ 
thuselah, believing that the Biblical accounts refer either to lunar 
months or represent merely the desire of their descendants to brag 
about their forefathers. The middle ages also gave rise to numer­ 
ous stories of remarkable longevity but few critically minded in­ 
vestigators give much credence to the tales of these centenarians. 
Of all of those to whom reference is made the most romantic 
was Old Parr, an Englishman of Shropshire, who was first mar­ 
ried at the age of 88, asserted his fatherhood of an illegitimate 
child and had to sit in die stocks in a white sheet at the age of 
105, married a widow when he was 122, and overdrank him­ 
self when being presented to the Kmg of England in 1635, dying 
at die age of 152 years. Rumor credits hun with five children 
hmm after he was one hundred years of age, but he seems to 
have been «Sore a legend than a reality. 
Since die middle of die last century reforms in hygiene and 
fankstinn coupled with die advances in general medical knowl­ 
edge have increased the expectancy of life of a child at birth 
from 40 years to 55 years. Most of this increase is due to the 
prevention of death in the first few years of life. 
In contrast 
with these figures there has been little if any advance after a 
person has passed the first 40 years of his life. The expectation 
at the age of 50 today is only 21.5 years as compared with 
21.2 years in 1825.
